Boost Asked 


$120 Million Goal 
Of State Board 


By M. L. ST. JOHN 


The State Bodrd of Education 
Monday voted to request a $13,- 
000,000 increase in legislative 
appropriations to finance the 
Minimum Foundation Program 
for Education next year. 


It approved statistics prepared 
by Dr. Claude Purcell, assistant 
state school superintendent, show- 
ing that an additional $10,174,000 
will be necessary to carry out 
the ‘“‘minimum’’ program which 
already is the law. 


Then, at the suggestion of Vice 
Chairman James Peters, the 
board decided to ask for a $2,829,- 
000 further increase for operating 
expenses. This would give each 
school $400 per classroom, in- 
stead of $300 per classroom, for 
maintenance and operations. 


TOTAL $120 MILLION 


The total budget for common 
schools for.the next fiscal year 
would run approximately $120,- 
000,000, as compared with the 
present $107,000,000. 

The University System's Board 
of Regents already had voted to 
ask for an increase in its funds, 
also, for the next fiscal year. It 
seeks $25,000,000 compared to 
the present $12,000,000. 

The request of the State Board 
of Education is for funds to care 
for normal expansions of the 
‘‘minimum” program—the board 
hasn’t discussed the proposed 
“‘adequate’’ education program.

Ours is a civilization which 
pays taxes for public schools. 
There are enemies of our civili- 
zation who shrewdly seek to dis- 
¢redit those .schools. They are 
always in our midst—slyly or 
openly opposing bond issues for 
the needed new schools—protest- 
ing we need only the little red 
sthoolhouse idea; attacking 
teachers ... anything to avoid 
paying taxes which will provide 
public education. 

One of the great strengths of 
our civilization has been that we 
accept the results of elections. 
(We failed to do that just once 
and paid a staggering price in 
blood, wealth and death. We are 
yet paying for it in wealth and 
social wounds. The cost of re- 
fusing to accept an election was 
the War Between the States.) 


The second of our great 
strengths is that we have always 
accepted the fact that we must 
pay taxes. Many nations do not. 
France does not. Few of the 
Latin American countries, for 
example, believe in paying 
taxes. There is none with a truly 
equitable system. This is one of 
the basic reasons for their tradi- 
tional unstability of government. 


Here in our country there are 
increasing voices which seek to 
make Americans unwilling to 
pay taxes. They ‘encourage 
Americans to want services . 
but, they .paradoxically raise 
their voices against. taxes. Our 
population increases. There are 
more people for more services. 
Our birth rate is up. Our old 
people live longer.“ The very 
young and the old pay no taxes, 
We will pay more. 

It is hard on the pocketbook |

we want our.kind of civilization 
we must pay taxes. They buy 
civilization. +

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Red China Squirms 
At U.N. Censure 


‘ Peiping is sweating under the weight 
of the United Nations action calling for 
armhicable settlement of the issue of the 13 
American prisoners sentenced for espion- 
age and held illegally by the Chinese. 

Peiping’s angry comments, including 
the one that the issue is “none of the 
U.N.’s business,” and that the U.N. has 
been “manipulated” by the United 
States, reveal their irritation and their 
feeling they have lost face by the U.N. 
action. 


Here, again, is revealed the wisdom 
of. the President’s course as compared 
with the “get rough” attitude urged by 
Joe McCarthy and others. A war would 
not free the men. The United Nations 
may do so. 


. The British stand, unequivocally with 
the position of the United States, has un- 
doubtedly further irked the Chinese. It is 
possible to see the weight of the moral 
force of the United Nations pressing on 
the Chinese government. 

The Indian delegation which recently 
returned from Red China, while still 
sympathetic, has been openly critical of 
the Chinese for their unreasonable con- 
cern with “face” or “pride,” and the 
manner in which they had cut off their 
own people from “free” information. 


Here again, we have the Red Chinese 
caught in a lie and in a violation of in- 
ternational law which forbids the classi- 
fication of men wearing the uniform of 
their country as spies. Their anger at 
getting “caught” sustains the Indian 
comment. 


The odds grow that as the pressure 
grows the Chinese will find a way to 
release these men. Their defiant chal- 
lenge that it is none of the U.N.’s busi- 
ness reveals their uneasiness and their 
chagrin that the agency has taken official 
note of their handling of the prisoners. 
That’s all to the good. The moral pressure 
will continue to build up.

Stone Mountain has attracted tourists 
since the sixteenth and seventeenth cen- 
turies. In those days, the Spaniards, busy 
colonizing. the Georgia Coast, followed 
the Altamaha to its headwaters and sent 
back reports of an amazing mountain of 
rock studded with jewels. 

The jewels, if any, which the imagi- 
native Spaniards saw, were not of com- 
mercial value, but the sight of the great 
granite dome rising above the pines and 
cotton fields of the Georgia Piedmont 
continues to fascinate people.

F armers Vote Today 
On Marketing Quotas 


: Sen. Richard B. Russell served notice 
Siunday that he will make another de- 
términed fight in the 84th Congress to 
reestablish rigid price supports for basic 
farm commodities. He sees’ trouble ahead 
for Southern cotton producers under a 
sliding scale. 

The problem is even more immedi- 
ate, however, for Georgia farmers. They 
go to the polls today to vote on the 
1955 cotton marketing quotas. Without 
two-thirds approval by cotton producers, 
sapport prices will drop to about 50 per 
cent of parity. Should two-thirds of the 
voters approve the quotas, the minimum 
support price level will remain near the 
90 per cent figure. 

There doesn’t seem to be much 
choice. Farmers must approve acreage 
bers vad = order to be assured of a 


price level at or near 90 per cent of 
parity. 

Meanwhile, the outlook for cotton in 
the next few years appears about the 
same as today. The carryover on Aug. l, 
1954, amounted to 9,600,000 bales. Esti- 
mated carryover on Aug. 1, 1955, is 
9,669,000 bales. This is considered a nor- 
mal supply. 

Under the Eisenhower administra- 
tion’s current program, the price-support 
floor will dip to 75 per cent of parity in 
1956. That is what Sen. Russell meant in 
predicting a 15 per cent decline in cotton 
prices in that year—unless Congress acts. 

The chances are that little will be 
done during the 1955 session on the farm 
program. In 1956, however, it will be- 
come a major campaign issue in the pres- 
idential election year. 

Today the over-all parity ratio is 87 
per cent—the lowest in more than 10 
years. Should the price declines continue, 
we may be sure that by 1956 the farm 
problem will be a major issue.

Lack of a Probation 


System Costs Us Dearly 


A statewide probation system inevi- 
tably is part of Georgia’s future. It is one 
of the answers to the state’s overcrowded 
prison system. 

Probation for all, and not just for 
the residents of a handful of counties, 
recently has been endorsed by the Geor- 
gia Superior Court Judges Association 
and the Georgia Juvenile Court Judges 
Association. 

The judges recommended that the 
General Assembly turn its attention to 
the question, and if possible get the nec- 
essary legislation on the books at the 
coming session. 

Probation is nothing new. Some of 
Georgia’s counties have it, and find it 
good. In many other states probation is 
an accepted fact everywhere. 

Georgia has a pardon and parole 
board. Its function is to deal with those 
who have served part of their jail 
sentences. 

Probation, however, deals with those 
who have been sentenced, but are al- 
lowed to serve their sentences on the 
sunny side of the bars under the super- 
vision of an officer of the court. They 
live at home and keep on at their jobs. 
They are self-supporting, instead of be- 
ing charges on the state. Records show 
that probationers do well. 


Jails, instead of being rehabilitation 
centers, more often are _ schools for 
crime. First offenders who serve jail 


terms because of Georgia’s lack of a pro- 
bation system, often turn into habitual 
criminals. 

Georgia’s jails and work camps are 
bulging with prisoners. Many of them 
would be better off at home, under pro- 
bation. And, in the long run society would 
be better off, too. 


Safe Driving Day Puts 
All Georgia to the Test 


Twenty-four hours without a single 
traffic accident anywhere in the United 
States may sound like an impossible 
goal, particularly for a nation which has 
both a huge number of motor’ vehicles— 
about 55 million—and a 1953 record of 
one million automobile accidents. 

Notwithstanding these facts the Presi- 
dent’s Action Committee for Traffic 
Safety has challenged every community 
to achieve this high goal. The day set 
for this nationwide attack on traffic acci- 
dents is Wednesday, Dec. 15. 

The complete cooperation of every- 
one, pedestrian as well as motorist, is 
needed to make Safe Driving Day free 
from accidents. That means all of us 
here in Georgia. It’s a big challenge but 
one that can be met. 

Success in the test will prove that the 
death and injury rate can be cut down 
by close attention to driving and walk- 
ing. Failure will bring death or injury to 
a fellow Georgian.

Red China Apes Red Russia 
By Turning to Slave Labor 


In the Christian Science Monitor 


Communist China has adopted one of the ugliest features of Com- 
munist dictatorship by establishing a slave labor organization. 


Official documents, 


published by the Communist 


government, 


report that numerous forced labor camps have been set up all over 


Communist China. 


Slave laborers, counting probably millions of men 


and women, already are making important contributions to economic 


reconstruction and especially to the Communist 


program. 

Mass internment of. ‘‘enemies of 
the people’ began immediately 
after the Communists took over. 
Yet it is apparently only now that 
political prisoners are being used 
as slave labor on a large scale. 

The number of the inmates of 
the Chinese labor camps is not. dis- 
closed. Unofficial estimates place 
the figure at several millions, 
citing as their authority such state- 
ments as the following from the 
People's Dailv in Peiping: 

“A nationwide campaign has re- 
sulted in the arrest of large num. 
bers of bandits, despots, special 
service agents, backbone elements 
of reactionary parties and corps, 
and leaders of reactionary s0- 
cieties and Taoist (indigenous re- 
ligious) organizations. These ele- 
ments have been sentenced to 
prison terms, deprived of political 
rights, and eventually organized in 
corps where they carry out their 
reform through forced labor.” 

Communist documents show that 
83 per cent of the “criminals” 
have participated in agricultural 
and industrial production or have 
been organized in various. engi- 
neering corps for the felling of 
timber, construction of buildings, 
restoration and construction of 
conservancy works, and the build- 
ing of railways and highways. 

In_ principle, political ‘“‘crim- 
inals” are sentenced to prison 
terms of definite length by the 
Chinese people’s courts. A number 
of prisoners are thus returned to 
normal life after their terms.

Yet the decision whether the 
prisoner shall be released or not 
is apparently completely arbitrary 
and depends solely on the deci- 
sion of the camp commander. 

According to the new regula- 
tions, ‘Criminals shall be edu- 
cated to admit their guilt and to 
obey the law.’’ Forced labor aims 
at “‘wiping out criminal thoughts 
and establishing for the prisoners 
a new moral, Communist code.” 

This means that those among 
the political prisoners who fail ‘‘to 
see the light’’ are being retained 
in the labor camp for another pe- 
riod of service. Other ‘‘criminals,”’ 
the Communists say, must be pre 
vented from returning to crime be 
cause of their inability to find a 
living. 

It appears, therefore, that the 
Chinese Communists are following 
in the footsteps of their Soviet 
teachers by establishing forced 


labor as a lasting institution and ~*

QUITS HIS JOB 
Dr. E. U. Condon 


Dr. Condon 
Quits Post 
At Corning 


CORNING, N. Y., Dec. 13 ®— 
Corning Glass Works today an- 
nounced the resignation as re- 
search director of Dr. Edward U. 
Condon, former chief of the U. S. 
Bureau of Standards whose sect- 
rity clearance was suspended by 
the Navy in October. 


The announcement said Condon 
plans to live in Berkeley, Calif., 
but his services as a consultant 
will be available to assist in carry- 
ing on Corning’s long-range pro- 
gram of fundamental research in- 
to the structure of glass. 


The resignation was effective im- 
mediately. Condon left over the 
weekend for California by automo- 
bile. 


The Corning announcement said 
Condon wishes to make no further 
effort at this time to obtain clear- 
ance that would give him access | 
to government information, and 
has withdrawn his application for 
clearance. 


“‘He recognizes,” the statement 
said, ‘‘that his continuance in an 
uncleared status impairs his use- 
fulness to the company as director 
of research and development. He 
has, therefore, voluntarily ten- 
dered his resignation.”’ 

A statement prepared by Condon 
before he left and released by the 
firm today, said that thé Eastern 
Industrial Personnel Security 
Board, after a hearing, decided 
July 12 that “I was entitled to full 
clearance for access to classified 
‘{nformation” in connection with 
the work of Corning for the armed 
forces. 

“On Oct. 21, 1954,” the statement 
- said, ‘“‘the secretary of the Navy, 
Charles Thomas, announced that 
he had asked the board to recon- 
sider its decision and has suspend- 
ed my clearance. 

“At the present time I do not 
feel there is any possibility of my 
securing a fair and independent 
judgment in a reconsideration. . .” 

*‘The board had before it the re- 
ports of invéstigations stretching 
over 11 to 14 years since I worked 
on highly secret defense problems 
for the government over a period 
from 1940 to 1951,’’ the statement 
said. ‘‘In the course of that period, 
I have been cleared by such 
agencies as the Manhattan Proj- 
ect, the full membership of the 
Atomic Energy Commission, the 
Department of Commerce, and the 
military departments.” 

Condon said the clearance diffi- 
culties ‘‘began to affect my ability 
to perform my duties efficiently, 
and even to impair my health." 
He also said he felt a desire to

research in physics. 

Condon’s name has figured in 
security inquires since the House 
Un-American Activities Committee 
accused him, while he was director 
of the Bureau of Standards in 1948, 
of _associating with suspected Rus- 
sian spies.

UNITED NATIONS, N. Y., Dec.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 13 (#. 
A Negro Communist leader 
filed suit in Federal Court to- 
day seeking to have segrega- 
tion in federal prisons de- 
clared “‘unlawful and uncon- 
stitutional.’’

—It’s Got To Want To Be Cleaned Up 


This ‘brings me to the point that professional boxing has sel- 
dom ever in the hands of substantial citizens. Adminis- 
tration. nine times ‘out of 10—and perhaps 10 times out of 10—is the 
servant of a clique it should be ruling: 

I recall the enthusiasm around New York when Bob Chris- 
tenberry succeeded Eddie Eagan as chairman of the state 
commission. There was a guy, they said, tough, get the job 
done, sweep out the hoodlums. Boxing would lose that shady, 
run-down complexion and turn up bright and starry-eyed. 

That was roughly three years ago. Boxing still has that 
tired, rundown complexion, subsists mainly on its television 
appeal. It can’t be said that Christenberry hasn’t made a stout 
attemp: to clean up the industry. He has. But it’s more than a 
one-man job, and will continue to be. 

Boxing isn’t cleaned up, won’t be cleaned up until boxing 
wants to be cleaned up. This won’t happen until boxing ap- 
peals to a different kind of people, not as watcher,’ but as 
administrator. Briefly, bluntly, boxing is the kind of shabby 
industry it is because of the people attracted to it. Those who 
go into it clear-eyed and full of crusading principles either 
get in line or get out. They find themselves outnumbered, 
overwhélmed. They have no alternative. 

It kills. It withers the mind. It destroys principle. This 
is harsh, but unfortunately true. It has. killed itself out among 
colleges. It sends even ordinary men like Harry Thomas back 
home to Eagle Bend, Minn., bought off and ashamed to face 
his own people. This is why prize fighting is not a sport, but an 
industry, a vile industry.

Arthur G., 69, was a talented 
clergyman who died recently. 

“And I think he passed away 
just because he had no will to 
live,”’ his son informed me. 

“I had visited Dad just a couple 
of weeks before the end. He was 
ailing but it wasn’t anything seri- 
ous. 
“The doctor said he was getting 
better and could be up in a couple 
of weeks. But the doctor also told 
me my father had no desire to 
live. 

“When I saw him last, Dad 
said to me he would never get 
well, And he gave us children 
some of his heirlooms. 


“T actually think he died be 
cause he had nothing to look for- 
ward to. He was retiring from his 
church in a month and he couldn’t 
stand the idea of inactivity. 

‘Besides, he had no place to 
go, except to move in with us 
children. For he had nothing ex- 
cept a small pension ahead of 
him. So I think he died for lack 
of an incentive to get well.’’ 

I’m inclined to agree with this 
diagnosis, .for Arthur’s physician 
found nothing to warrant his de- 
mise except this lack of the will 
to live. 

And that is a tremendous factor 
in getting well. All doctors have 
seen patients who had been given 
up as incapable of recovery, but 
who survived because they re- 
fused to surrender to death. 

On the other hand, we have met 
many other patients like Arthur, 
who had_no serious ailment, yet 
who died because they gave up. 

We physicians swear a Hippo- 
cratic oath that we will fight dis- 
ease to the bitter end and never 
give up in our attempts to stop 
death. 

But you patients must also join 
with us and cooperate with equal 
fervor. For if you surrender to 
fear or show no will to live, you 
are not playing the game of life 
fairly.

Have Dishpan Hands? 
Then Get a Remedy 


Housewife’s eczema, or dish- 
pan hands, is the bane of exist- 
ence to many women. But it 
need not be, as mamy remedies 
are available including the new 
silicone ointments which coat the 
hands like invisible gloves and 


repel moisture and other com- 
mon irritants. 


The blue-eyed; thin-skinned 
woman with a light complexion 
is the most likely candidate for 
this type of eczema because her 
skin is so sensitive. 


In addition, there 1s a close 
relationship betweey the nervous 
system and the skin and many 
housewives whose hands break 
out in this fashion are preoccu- 
pied with the spick and span 
routine. Stress encourages sus- 
ceptibility of the skin to allergy 
and dermatitis. 


Persons with this background 
are most likely to suffer when 
the hands come into contact with 
water, soap, and detergents. 


The principal ingredients of 
household cleansing agents are 
alkalis and fatty acids which re- 
move nature’s protective oils 
from the skin. This leads to 
swelling of the cells of the outer 
layers which is followed by red- 
ness, thickening, dryness, and 
cracking. 


The syndrome is indistinguish- 


able. from chapping, which is 
prone to occur in cold weather 
when a person goes after wash- 
ing the hands, before enough 
time has elapsed for a pro 
tective covering of oil to re-form. 

Once the damage is done, a 
variety of physical, bacterial, 
and chemical irritants may keep 
eczema alive. 


Dr. Henry M. Lewis advises 
victims of dishpan hands to buy 
several pairs of men’s thin, 
white, cotton gloves. They are 
turned inside out so that the 
seams face outward and the 
smooth surface lies against the 
skin. 


Rubber gloves are worn over 
the cotton mitts when doing the 
dishes, washing the clothes, and 
scrubbing the kitchen floor. 


Dr. Lewis also recommends 
placing on the irritated hands 
several compresses’ saturated 
with a solution containing Bu- 
row’s solution or potassium per- 
manganate, followed by the ap- 
plication of a soothing ointment. 
ACTH. or cortisone may be 
needed to help the patient over 
the hump but these hormones 
are not advised unless absolutely 
necessary.
